PEROUNAL ESTATE 


WORTH $142,758 


Actress Daughter of T. S. Hen- 
derson Makes Reports to 
the Probate Court, 


An inventory of the estate of Theodore 
8. Henderson, a mining promoter, who 
died at St. John’s Hospital Jan. 16 last 
after a fall on a slippery sidewalk, was 
completed Saturday by representatives 
of the estate. It shows personal proper- 
ty worth $142,768.60 and 12 parcels of real 
estate in Missouri outside of St. Louis. 

The inventory was made under the su- 
pervision of Henderson’s daughter, Miss 
Evelyn May Henderson, 4128 Castleman 
avenue, and her attorneys, Colin M. 
Selph and and F. W. Imsiepen. Miss 
Henderson is the only heir. Her father 
left no will and Probate Judge Holtcamp 
authorized her to assume charge of the 
property as administratrix. 

A suit brought by John C. Grafing 
against Henderson and others in regard 
to the affairs of the Afterthought Min- 
ing Co., which was promoted by Hender- 
son, is referred to. in the inventory as a 
claim against the estate, This suit, 
which involves $50,000, was decided ad- 
versely to Grafing in the Circuit Court 
and is pending on appeal in the Supreme 
Court. 

Items listed as personal property are 
as follows: Notes, secured and unse- 
cured, $69,139.55; stocks, $64,313; cash, 
$4677.55; bonds, $3440; chattels, including 
an automobile, $1188.50. Attorney Selph 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he did 
not know the value of the real estate. 

Besides the property included in the 
inventory, the administratrix is advised 
that her father owned valuable equities 
in real estate in Arkansas, Tilinois, Ken- 
tucky, Kansas, Texas, Tennessee and 
Virginia. 

Henderson lived at the American Ho- 
tel and was well known as a promoter. 
His wife died two years ago. Miss Hen- 
derson, his daughter, is a former actress, 
but since the death of her father has de- 
voted her time to handling the affairs 
of his estate.

Appropriations Committee ‘‘Au- 
thorizes’”’ Sum and Grant 
Will Come Later. 








WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—The omni- 
bus public building bill, carrying total 
appropriations of $25,643,890, was reported 
today to the House. It proposes a new 
building for the Interior Department not 
exceeding in cost $2,500,000, exclusive of 
site. 

Other authorizations in the bill, which 
Chairman Burnett explained, which did 
not actually appropriate money, but 
which need to be acted upon by the Ap- 
propriations Committee, provided for 
$500,000 for a subtreasury and other of- 
fices at St. Louis, limit $1,000,000. 

Republican Senators today selected 
these five subjects for concentration of 
their efforts for the remainder of the 
session: 

Physical valuation of railroads, em- 
braced in the Adamson Dill already 
passed by the House. 

Creation of a legislative drafting and 
Government reference bureau in the li- 
brary of Congress. 

Restriction upon the issue of inter- 
locutory injunctions as proposed in the 
Crawford bill. 

Eight-hour legislation for women 
workers in the District of Columbia. 

A tariff commission. 

The caucus decided to ask the Senate 
Committee on Finance to report a Tariff 
Committee bill at once and to press the 
subject to a vote at this session. Re- 
publican Senators will urgé no other leg- 
islation of a gencral character than thet 
embodied today in the program adopted. 

The bill also provided for the improveé 
ment of the postoffice and courthouse 
at Kansas City, Mo., $150,000, limit $600,- 
000. 

The measure increased to $65,000 the 
limit of the cost of the Federal Build- 
ing at Chillicothe, Mo., and to $114,750 
that of the building at Tulsa, Ok. 

The bill directs the enlargement or im- 
provement of Government buildings 
within certain limits. For the East St. 
Louis federal buildings, $125,000 is the 
limit.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15-—President 
Taft and Secretary Knox at an early 
conference today were hopeful that 
President Madero would resign. Confi- 
dential advices are said to show @ 
etrong sentiment throughout Mexico for 
peace. Administration officials here 
have great confidence in the ability of 
De La Barra, former Ambassador to the 
United States and Provisional President 
after the fall of Porfirio Diaz, and who 
has been suggested. for that office if 
Madero steps down. 

It was said that President Taft and 
Secretary Knox talked over the media- 
tion proposal advanced by Director John 
Barrett of the Pan-American Union and 
which brought protests from the Amer- 
‘can colony in Mexico City and the 
State Department. Neither the Presi- 
dent nor Knox, it was said today, knew 
of Barrett's proposal until they saw it 
in the newspapers. | 

Officials fee] that such a sweeping 
proposal should have been submitted to 
the Secretary of State before being 
made public. The department is under- 
stood to be not opposed to some form 
of arbitration of the difficulties in Mex- 
ico, but is not willing to go into the 
Subject unless Mexico herself should 
make a request. 

Madero Short of Ammunition, 

The most significant feature of Am- 
bassador Wlilson’s reports today is the 
intimation that Madero is running short 
of ammunition. 

By Wilson’s figures the total casualty 
list yesterday was 6 killed and 48 
wounded. The rebels gained 500 desert- 
ers from the Federal side. 

The Ambassador's account of the Ma- 
dero Government's efforts to cause his 
abandonment of the American Embassy 
is dismissed in a statement that yester- 
day the Mexican Minister for Foreign 
Affairs invited him, in the President’s 
name, to remove his residence to the 
suburb of Tacubayo, out of the line of 
fire. The Ambassador thanked the Pres- 
ident but declined the offer. 

From outside of the capital come re- 
ports of rebel uprisings. At Ozumba, 
Miraflores, La Compania, Chalco, Tlal- 
huan and San Rafael the Federal troops 
have revolted, killed their officers and 
Geclared for Diaz. ‘ 

To Keep in Readiness, 

Until it has had positive assurances 
from official sources, it is not believed 
that there will be any relaxation in the 
policy of the Government to be ready 
in an instant to protect the lives of fts 
citizens in Mexico, should the necessity 
arise. 





Madero’s resignation, it was felt, gen- 
erally by officials here, would justify 
the correctness of this Government’s at- 
titude in adopting and following per- 
gistently a “hands off’’ solution of the 
Mexican situation and it also is the pre- 
vailing opinion that in any event it will 
be expedient to continue a patrol in 
Mexican waters until conditions have 
settled considerably. 

Francisco de la Barra, who was Mexi- 
can Ambassador here during the closing 
days of the old Diaz regime, is known 
to have been opposed to intervention by 
the United States in Mexican affairs. 
He expressed the opinion while here that 
Mexico, if ever given a fair opportunity 
to solve its problems without outside 
Powers taking part, would at all times 
choose the right man for President. 


As provisional President, pending the 
election which placed Madero in charge 
of the reins of government, De la 
Barra refused to be a candidate, but of- 
fered to be of any other assistance he 
could in helping his country to regain 
peace 

The problem for any new Government 
in Mexico to deal with; it is said, is 
in finding men who will be satisfactory 
alike to the southern and northern revo- 
lutions. A special session of Congress 
will be necessary for the purpose of 
providing funds to replete the Govern- 
ment Treasury, as these funds, it is 
known, are beginning to run low. 

Question As to Who Pays. 

A difficult question, it was disclosed 
today, is likely to arise later in connec- 
tion with the prospective claims of 
American residems of the City of Mex- 
ico for pecuniary) damages, growing out 
of the street fighting. 

Under ordinary rules of international 
warfare, a government is not responsi- 
ble for damages suffered by individuals 
beyond its power to prevent. Ordinar- 
ily that would relieve the Madero Gov- 
ernment from liability. But that Gov- 
ernment has refused steadily to admit 
it is not strong enough to extend full 
protection to foreigners, fearing that a 
contrary admission would involve the 
immediate issue of neutrality procla- 
mations by foreign countries, which 
would cut off its supply of war ma- 
terial. 

The Diaz forces, it is pointed out, 
could scarcely successfully assert that 
they were not directly responsible for 
the damage-dealing hostilities, nor that 
it was beyond Diaz’s control to prevent 
such damage, so that probably he would 
be expected to settle these claims if his 
own Government was completely in 
power.

guns guarding the approaches. 

This took place innumerable times 
and as often the streets effectually 
were cleared in short order. 

From the regions outside the capital, 
the news was bad for the Government. 
Gen. Aguilar, an aged officer of the 
regular army, who revolted a few 
months ago, and Col. de la Liave, also 
formerly attached to the regulars, who 
has been in revolt for some months, 
took the city of Puebla, capital of the 
State of the same name, and proclaimed 
Monocal Toria Governor. They were 
assisted by Francis Pradilla, the Gov- 
ernment Chief of Arms in that city. 

Although few outside forces have ar- 
rived in the capital to support Diaz, 
there is evidence that many quarters of 
the country are prompt in raising his 
name, 

Editor Put in Prison. 

Passengers from Guadalajara report 
that no telegrams received there have 
been delivered and that the editor of 
one paper which published an account of 
the mutiny in Mexico City promptly 
was sent to jail, on a charge of dis- 
seminating seditious matter. But in 
spite of this, the people were crying 
*“vivas’’ for Diaz. 

All trains leaving the capital are 
crowded with refugees of every nation- 
ality, but Mexican fugitives predomi- 
nate. 

The third secretary of the American 
embassy, Henry Tennant, accompanied 
by a messenger in an automobile, was 
stopped in the streets and robbed. 

The rebels persistently extended 
their artillery fire, sending challeng- 
ing shots in all directions to draw out 
the Federal artillery and launching 
many ‘heavy shells in the direction of 
the National Palace. 

The exodus of the populace from the 
districts under fire was even greater, 
than that of yesterday. There was a 
constant procession of people hurrying 
through the streets to the suburbs long 
before dawn and this lasted until after 
daylight. 

The flashes from the opposing cannon

Mississippi Valley Objects to 
Method of Commission Pay- 
ment on $3,000,000 Issue. 


: 
POST-DISPATST BUREAU, Jeffer- 


Valley Trust Co. of St. Louis today 
declined to accept the “$3,000,000 of State 

4 
bonds issued for the construction of a 


new State capitol. 

The action of the trust company was 
entirely unexpected on the part of the 
Fund Commissioners, who were prepared 
to transfer the bonds and pay a com- 
mission of $143,000 to effect their sale. 

W. G. Lackey of St. Louis, represent- 
ing the trurt company, said that the 
reason the company must decline to ac- 
cept the bonds and commission is be- 
cause the resolution passed by the Leg- 
islature, authorizing the payment of the 
commission, provides that it shall be 
taken out of the bond interest fund and 
earnings, in place of the general revenue, 
as asked by the company. 

Excuse Called Trivial. 

The State officials regard this excuse 
as trivial in the extreme. They have 
accepted the situation, however, and 
will dispose of the bonds elsewhere, and 
perhaps have as fel official dealings with 
the trust company in future as possible. 

‘Had I known yesterday that the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co. would decline 
to take these bonds,”’ said State Treas- 
urer Deal, “I could have sold $1,000,000 
then and there. The bonds will be sold, 
rest assured of that. I have no doubt 
but that there are plenty of banking 
and financial institutions that will take 
| them for the commission.”’ 

When the proposition was first made 
‘by. the trust company to take these 
bonds, it was on the ground, as stated 
by Lackey; that the commission should 
be taken from the general revenue, and 
in this shape the joint resolution passed 
the House. 

Can’t Understand Position. 

In the Senate, however, after an opin- 
ion had been obtained from Attorney- 
General Barker to the effect that it 
would be legal for the State to pay the 
eommission either out of the general 
revenue or the bonds interest fund, the 
Senate changed the resolution so as to 
draw the commission from the interest 
fund, and the House yesterday finally 
passed the amended measure. 

The officials are unable to understand 
how it could make any possible differ- 
ence to the trust company from which 
fund the commission is paid. One or 
two of the State officials are-inclined to 
belfeve that there are other reasons for 
the present attitude of the trust com- 


rany.

o the charge that the American Am- 
bassador to Germany used his official 
position to get inside information for 
steck gambling, officials here replied 
that according to stories published, 
Leishman'’s information was not valu- 
able. The State Department denied that 
the department knew before the publi- 
cations of the suit against Leishman 
by his brokers to collect $70,000 for stock 


_transactions that the Ambassador was 


playing the market. The heads of the 
department said the stories in the 
newspapers was the first they heard of 
it, 

Democrats Are Interested. 

The stories were read with the deep- 
est interest by the Democratic members 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee. To 
a man they stated that if Leishman is 
gullty of the charge of using his of- 
ficial position to secure inside informa- 
tion for use in the stock market, he 
should be recalled instantly by Presi- 


dent Taft and’ not allowed to serve the 


remaining days of his term. ° 

Chairman Flood was emphatic in stat- 
ing that if our Ambassador to Germany 
is guilty of the charge made against 
him he would favor his immediate re- 
call. 

“Of course, there are always two sides 
to a question,” said the chairman, “and 
I would have to hear what Mr. Leish- 
man has to say before deciding upon 
any course of actton.”’ 

Representative Gardner of Texas, an- 
other member of the committee, believes 
it to be the duty of President Taft to 
recall Ambassador Leishman at once.

T phony orchestra concert on Fri- 

day afternoon, which will be re- 
peated Saturday evening, was the first 
presentation by Max Zach's men of the 
overture to Hector Berlioz’s “Benvenuto 
‘Cellini, * » revival of much quaint inter- 
est. 

This score was quite pleasingly inter- 

preted, its most memorable feature be- 
ing a masterful employment of the 
brasses, which, at the time of the 
opera’s premiere production nearly 4 
quarter of a century ago, had not been 
given the prominence that came to them 
later under Wagner’s vigorous use of 
an orchestra’s resources. The strings 
and woodwinds also are brought into 
effective action and the significance of 
the composition as a pioneer work of 
its day became illuminatively apparent 
under the Zach treatment. 

The main structure of this week's pro- 
gram, however, is Beethoven’s eighth 
symphony in F Major, which was ad- 
mirably presented, especially in the deft 
handling of its many unconventional 
features and in the truly exquisite de- 
velopment of the second movement, the 
allegretto scherzando, which was made 
genuinely delightful for delicacy and 
charm. Max Zach is at his best in con- 
ducting the performance of a Beethoven 
score and the response of his instru- 
mentalists to his own loving solicitude 
for the, truest illuminative playing of 
big old Ludwig’s work is finely com- 
petent. 

Richard Strauss’ symphonic poem, 

“Don Juan,”’ based on Nicolaus Lenau’s 
metrical romance of the same title, re- 
ceived an intelligent interpretation | 
which gave it as potent an appeal as is 
possible to the nature of the composi- 
tion. Save for an occasional and very 
brief melodic utterance, however, there 
is not much of real beauty in the score, 
which may be relished only by those 
who caré more for superficial cleverness 
and a modern disregard of the soundest 
musical tradition than for sincerely 
worthy achievement along the lines, Ot 
the best art in music. 
Grace Bonner Williams, the enki: 
won the marked favor of Eriday after- 
noon’s audience. This’ was due most 
especially to ber very competent sing- 
ing of the ‘“‘Depuis le Jour” aria from 
@harpentier’s ‘“‘Loulse,’’ in which her 
sweet and true soprano was employed 
to such advantage, reinforced by an un- 
commonly effective orchestral support, 
that an encore number was insistently 
demanded. 

Responding to this demand, Mrs. Wil- 
Mams sang an English version of Heine’s 
“Du bist wie eine Blume,” with a pretty 
harp accompaniment by Mme. Ida Del- 
ledonne of the orchestra, greatly de- 
lighting her hearers. 

Her first program number, the mad 
scene from Thomas’ “Hamlet,” was 
skilfully presented, its florid phases be- 
ing soundly balanced by an occasional 
touch of dramatic fire more acceptable 
fo music-drama tastes of today than are 
the coloratura flights of the old school. 
Mrs. Williams sings easily and with 
much clarity of tone. 


To attend the Friday afternoon Sym- 
phony Concert seems to be a privilege

THE RED HAND OF ULSTER. 

F it be true that the writer is dear- 
| est to the heart of the publisher 

who can get his books out with the 
utmost timeliness, the printers of G. A. 
Birmingham’s novels surely will rise 
up to call him blessed. The House cf 


Commons has just passed the home rule 


for Ireland bill and Birmingham plos- 
soms forth in a full blown satire on 
the teapot tempests the home rule awyi- 
tation has scared up. 

With the utmost dacing the author 
uses the news of yesterday for the set- 
ting of his tale, while the personalities 
are strongly suggesfve of living individ- 
uals, scarcely disguised Bb. / the fictitious 
names bestowed upen taem. UlIster's 
feverish oppositicn to home ruiz is the 
basis for tbe*.Wovel. 

The narrative purports to be that of 
Lorn./Kilmore of Errigal, ;ernans the 
mest delightful literary creation of the 
day. In a whimsical way he ts made 
to tell of how an American billionaire 
finances an Irish revolution, which 
reaches its climax in a shrieking ab- 
surdity, although everybody—except pre- 
haps Kilmore—takes himself most ser- 
iously. 

Lord Kilmore’s satire is truly 
delicious. It has that indefinable surme- 
thing which is called a bouquet in 41.6 
old wine. It is never boisterous; it 
is always good-natured and never ‘in- 
dictive. It reminds one of the execu- 
tioner’s sword in the story. The vic- 
tim doesn’t know his head has been 
chopped off until he is persuaded to 
sneeze. For example, in commenting 
upon the newspaper yore of the 
day, he says: 

The newspapers were very inter- 
esting at this time and I took s80 
many of them I had not time to do 
anything except to read them. I had 
not even time to read them all, but 
Marion used to 7 ae the ones 
I could not re ith a view to 
writing an essay—to Ke published in 
calmer times—on ‘“‘Different Points 
of View,’’ we cut out and pasted into 
a book some of the finer phrases. 

We put them in parallel columns. 
‘‘Truculent corner boys,’’ for in- 
stance, ‘*faced grim, silent warriors.’’ 

‘‘Men in whom the spirit of martial 
psalms still survives’’ stood over 
against ‘‘ruffians whose sole -dea of 
religion is to curse the Pope.’’ ‘‘Sons 
of unconquerable colonists, men of 
our own race and blood,’’ was bal- 
anced by ‘hooligans with a taste 
for rioting so long as rioting can 


be indulged | in with no danger to 
their skins.’ 


In a pleasing way, Lord Kilmore man- 
ages to interpolate a very pretty little 
love story as he~.goes along; without 
permitting it in any way to interfere 
with the principal narrative. (Doran.) 


IRISH HOME RULE. 


YDNEY BROOKS has written a 
S book on ‘Aspects of the Irish 
Question.’ If the present Irish 
Home Rule bill goes into effect next 
year, aS now seems More than likely, 


the vast multitude of books on the Irish | 


question might as well be thrown into 
the furnace. The Irish question really 
consists of a large number of questions, 
economic, industrial, racial, political. 
historical, national, local, imperial and 
educational. Many of these are now in 
slow process of solution entirely aside 
from the possible effect of political 
changes, but all would be enormously 
affected by the setting up of an Irish 
Government, which, in the main, would 
accelerate their settlement. 

The present book is one of the last 
and most interesting to appear bearing 
the title of “The Irish Question,” which 
will probably disappear from use when 
Home Rule is’ established. Sydney 
Brooks is perhaps the ablest of the 
younger writers of England on gerious 
topics. An Englishman, accustomed to 
address the ruling class in England in 
the terms they love, he was retained by 
the London Morning Post and London 
—_———_——_— 
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] Daily Mail, true blue ultra Tory organs, 


to go over to Ireland and expose the 
hollowness and sham of the Home Rule 
movement. He says himself that his ig- 
norance of all things Irish was one of 
his prime qualifications for this work. 

Mr. Brooks spent some months in Ire- 
land studying the question. The result 
was that he was converted to Home 
Rule, which he says is what the coun- 
try needs and what will best and most 
speedily secure its happiness and re- 
dound to the benefit of England in 
bringing all Irish questions to an end. 

But while Home Rule will be of the 
greatest benefit to Ireland, Mr. Brooks 
agrees with all the leading modern Irish 
statesmen in thinking that it will be 
only a means to an end, and that the 
country must look for its future welfare 
to Irishmen themselves. Home Rule, 
he says, will open the door of opportunt- 
ty to them and that it will then be “‘up 
to’’ the Irish to make the most of it. 
This is also the view of the Irish peo- 
ple themselves, who, after Home Rule, 
expect to begin a long career of in- 
ternal development which so good 4 
judge as the late Mr. Parnell estimated 
would fully occupy them for half a cen- 
tury. 

The present volume is a collection of 
articles on the subject reprinted from 
the Morning Post and Daily Mail of 
London, and from Harper’s Weekly and 
the North American Review. (Luce.) 


BEHAVIOR IN MEN AND. WORMS, 
HE periodicals and books of the 
= scientific departments of the great 
city libraries are now devoted 
chiefly to biology, psychology and soci- 
ology. In the volume of gross language 
used, and perhaps in the gross weight 
of paper, they probably constitute 
about two-thirds of what is now offered 
for study as science. They may be di- 
vided into two main classes. Those of 
the second class are the output of au- 
thors who feel instinctively or profes- 
sionally obliged.to write a book. The 
qualifications for this class. are loca- 
tion in a laboratory and a determina- 


tion to get famous quick. A laboratory] 


in this sense is a room publicly or pri- 
vately endowed with a microsccpe in 
it, and other accessories suitable for the 
biologist, psychologist or sociviogist 
who is prepared to write modern scien- 
tific yidéish by the volume. Modern 
scierviific yiddish consists of much bad 
English. This is mixed with some in- 
ferior. German and bad Latin, but bac 
English, bad German and bad Latin 
are intended to display worse Greek. 
The general method in the use of this 





yiddish is to coin as many new words 
as possible out of a Greek Lexicon and 
to use words, ‘ already accepted as 
meaning something definite, in new and 
surprising ways. The object is to be 
surprising. It is usually attaine1. Noth- 


ing is too surprisingly absurd to be ex- | 


ploited in this way. 

In addition to these, men of the type 
of Agassiz, Gray, Tyndall, Carpenter, 
Liebig and Humboldt survive and work 


quietly for results, which without ex- | 


ploitation, they hope to make of perma- 
nent value. But such work, not being 
intended for exploitation, is hardly 
measurable by weight and volume. 
The attempt to bring all laboratory 
“research” 
tFlance of good order is heroic. 
“Science of Human Behavior,” Maurice 
Parmalee, Ph. D., of the University of 
Missouri, succeeds so well that probably 
no one else has succeeded better in the 
past and perhaps no one else can in the 
future. In attempting to translate in- 
coherent sentences of badly coined Latin 
and Greek words into an approach to in- 
telligibility, he uses Baldwin’s “Diction- 
ary of Philosophy and Psychology” 
and scores of other books, named in a 
bibliographical appendix. In the use 
of the dictionary, in a case which seems 
typical, he confesses that the definition 
given is “‘utterly meaningless’ to him 
except as it attempts to define one thing | 
by another without explaining either. | 
In spite of such difficulties, Prof. Par- 
melee succeeds so well in carrying out 
his purpose that his/single book makes 
it unnecessary to waste time on the gross 
weight of the raw material he is dealing 
with. The meaning of laboratory ex- 
periment in forming a science of hu- 
man behavior may be illustrated by cut- 
ting an earth worm into sections and 
seeing the behavior of each section. In 
common language, “the end ‘which 
squirms and wriggles the most” is doing 
most for a scientific understanding of | 
human behavior and for deciding labo-

In his 


ratory methods of controlling society 
through psychology and sociology on the 
base of biology. The conclusion from 
such laboratory methods, is that though 
many writers in the past and a few still 
in the present, “have held theories” 
closely related to the religious doctrine 
of the soul,” implying the possibility, 
probability or fact of the existence of 
God, “it is hardly necessary to state 
that no such theory of consciousness can 
be regarded as scientific.” In short, the 
change from the “Agnosticism” of the 
second half of the nineteenth century, is 
now to what In the eighteenth century 
was called ‘“‘Atheism.” This word was 
intended to be an epithet. It is still 
rather an epithet than a definition. As 
no one else may succeed so nearly in 
approaching actual definition for the 
meaning of writers of this school as 
Prof. Parmalee does, his able work is 
virtually indispensable for students in 
State universities and other public in- 
stitutions who wish to know the real 
meaning of what they are required or 
expected to learn. (Macmillan.)

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BENEFITS FROM TRUST ATTACKS. 


asking the question set forth in the following let- 
ter to the editor: 

Could you inform me aoenns your paper 
where the public or the consumer has been 
benefited in one instance by the prosecution 
and conviction of the so-called trusts?. Has 
anything been cheapened by it or has anyone 
received any benefits from it except a horde 
of lawyers? CLARK V. GRAVES,

The chief effect of attacks so far made on the 

trusts has been to stop abruptly the formation vf 
new oppressive combines, which went on almost 
continuously up to the early part of the Taft ad- 
ministration. Had the creation of new trusts and 
absorption of additional industries by old ones 
kept up, it is reasonable to st-pose that prices 
would have been even higher in the recent past. 

Tobacco growers and owners of oil wells have 
been helped by the dissolution of the Tobacco 
Trust and Oil Trust. Independent operators in 
both industries are said also to have benefited 
greatly. If this is true, the consumer is sure of 
benefits in time through restoration of competi- 
tion. That petroleum and its products are higher 
is attributed to the enormous consumption of gas- 
oline by motor cars. The fact that .the petro- 
leums richest in gasoline are the highest, Penn- 
sylvania crude bringing $2.50, while heavy Louisi- 
ana oils bring hardly more than 60 cents a barrel, 
indicates that this may be true. 

Lower prices for butter and eggs are believed 
to be due to attacks on the Elgin and other. boards. 
Lumber dealers, glass makers, manufacturers of 
naval stores and of sanitary and plambing. sup- 
plies and others are more cautious and less arbi- 
trary as a consequence of attack. Dissolution of 
railroad combines, together with the Interstate 
Commission, have prevented multitudinous new 
transportation exactions on the public. 

But it has long been a Post-Dispatch contention 
that civil procedure under the Sherman law would 
not give the full results expected unless supple- 
mented by criminal procedure.

Dignity or euphony is not always the 
characteristic sought. when a new settle- 
ment looks about for a name, as is 
shown by a list of such cognomens in 
the Philadelphia Record. A _ certain 
Pennsylvania town was originally called 
Fifty-Six. Later, it changed its desig- 
nation to Eighty-Four, and now there is 
an agitation for a third alteration to 
Nineteen-Twelve. The reason for this 
discontent is said to be that the town 
chose its first name in honor of Bu- 
chanan’s election, its second in honor 
of the next Democratic presidential vic- 
tory, and consistency would require sim- 
ilar recognition of what happened last 
November. Names selected on such a 
basis are a sore trial for the historian. 
How could he guess that Tin Cup, Col., 
was so named because its inhabitants 
measured precious metals in tin cups 
in the days of °49? 

Rough and Ready, Nev., is hardly so 
puzzling, but it is not easy to remember 
that Tombstone, Ariz., owes its grew- 
some name, not to any suggestion of a 
graveyard in the town’s way of living, 
but to the mistaken anticipation of its 
founder, who thought his end was near.

BOOBS” TEAM IS 
SIX LAPS BEHIND 


IN CYCLE GRIND} 


Series of Sprints Takes Heart 
Out of Morton and Beck— 
Other Riders Tied.

After riding in listless fashion Friday 
afternoon, the riders in the six-day bi- 
cycle race at the Coliseum tuned up 
during the evening and in the last few 
hours of the day’s racing reeled off 
miles at a rapid rate and engaged in 
some exciting sprints productive of 
‘jams”’ from which some of the pedal 
artists nad difficulty in extricating 
themselves uknhurt. 

Boobs Drop Back. 

Morton and Beck, riding as the 
*“‘Boobs”’ team, played in tough luck 
when, at 8:50 o’clock, Morton blew a tire 
ond Beck, who had been ailing all day, 
was slow to get on the track and the 
team lost two laps. Five minutes later 
Grassy Ryan of the Irish team started 
a sprint in the “jam’’ that followed 
and Beck lost another lap. Scarcely 
had order been restored among the 
riders, when “‘White Hope’ Cavanaugh, 
who had reileved Ryan, started another 
sprint, “jumping’’ the bunch from 
fourth position, and by the time this 
had died down to a normal pace another 
lap had been stuck on Morton and Beck 
and they were now four laps behind. 

The spectators had been treated to some 
fast riding and considerable excitement, but 
it was nothing as compared to what broke 
loose at 15 minutes after 9 o’clock when 
Floyd Krebs of the German-American team 
suddenly and most unexpectedly ‘‘jumped’’ 
in a sure-enough effort to gain a lap on the 
field. Then ensued the wildest scramble 
that has been seen on the track since the 
race started. 

Krebs-Coburn Sprint Fails. 

Krebs, riding a high-geared machine and 
pushing with all his might, flashed around 
the track with all the other riders, who for 
a moment had been caught off guard. mak- 
ing desperate efforts to overtake him: but 
the Fiying Dutchman went on until he had 
opened up a little more than half a lap. At 
this time his team mate, Willie Coburn, 
took the track and continued the _ sprint 
started by his partner. Coburn tore around 
the track and held the advantage already 
gained for three laps, and then Cavanaugh 
of the Irish team began to overhaul him. 
The Irish rider reduced the distance to 
about a quarter of a lap and then Krebs 
went to the relief of Coburn, whose speed 
was fast dying out, but before the change 
could be made Cavanaugh had almost 
caught up, with the entire field only a short 
distance behind. Krebs flew about the 
track, but his previous effort only a few 
moments before had been too great a strain 
and he was unable to keep off the flying 
riders behind him and was findlly passed by 
Cavanaugh. 

During the day the racers added 155 
miles and 6 laps to their mileage and at 
the close of the thirty-second hour iast 
night the total score stood 660 miles for all 
teams excepting Morton and Beck, who were 
six laps behind. The fastest riding was 
done in the thirty-first hour, when the 
wheelmen covered 22 miles and 1 lap. 

The final sprint of one mile at the end 

of the day’s riding was won by Bob Dier- 
enbacher, with Worth Mitten second ana 
Grassy Ryan third. Time, 2m. 2 4-58. 
. The special two-mile motor cycle race 
was won by Jimmy Hunter of Newark, N. 
J Charles Turville of Boston finished sec- 
ond and Charlie Stein of Brooklyn third. 
Time, 2m. 49 1-5s. The first mile wag 
ridden in th. 24m. These men will race 
éach other again on Saturday night. 

The six-day race will be resumed today at 
2:30 o'clock.

Coal Trade Active. 


The Black Diamond, in its issue of Satur- 
day says: 

“It is the common report from al! of the 
hig coal markets for the week that the cold 
weather which has prevailed for the last 
10 days or two weeks has- given the retail- 
ers more business. However, the whole- 
salers have not been benefited either in ton- 
nage or price as yet, this being due to the 
enormous stocks which had accumulated 
the hands of the retail merchants. The re- 
ports from the various markets all tell about 
the same story. Philadelphia says that the 
cold days have brought additional buying 
from the retail dealers and that accumula- 
tions of coal are rapidiyv being relieved. Bos- 
ton adds: ‘A whole week of winter weath- 
er has had comparatively little influence on 
the local wholesaie anthracite market. Deal- 
ers in independent coals are no longer get- 
ting premiums for their offerings. In fact, 
they often take a loss rather than carry 
their coal. Retail dealers are doimg a good 
business in anthracite.’ Baltimoro reports 
say: ‘Demand at wholesale is not any too 
brisk and a number of large concerns here 
are doing very little business above their 
contracts.’ Buffalo adds: ‘In both branches 
of the coal trade there is an easy condition 
that, a month ago, when coal was selling at 
a premtum, would have been thought impos- 
sible to come before spring had put an end 
to demand.’ New York has a note to the 
same effect—that retail dealers are busy but 
are only moving the coal which they had 
accumulated.”
